Fair 
Alice is a winning sister to the stakes winner and sire, Gerald, 
and to Sarahmond (12 wins and producer), and Precipitous (12 
wins, placed in stakes). This yearling is her third foal. The 
first is the winner Ice Girl, while the second is Fair Degree, 
winner at 2, 1948. 


Bay filly, by Roman—Whiskachance, by Chance Shot. This 
is Whiskachance’s third foal. Her first foal is a winner, while 
her second foal, a 1948 2-year-old, has not started.

Darby Damozel is half-sister 
to Gee Whiz, stakes winner at 2, 1947: Take Away, 24 wins and 
placed in stakes, and others. 


Bay colt, by Best Seller—Sun Lily, by *Sun God II. Sun 
Lily, a winner at 2, 3, 4, and 5, is full sister to a stakes winner 
and half-sister to a stakes winner. Sun Lily is the dam of six 
winners, including two stakes winners. 


Bay filly, by Bless Me—Darby Dulcet, by Gallant Fox. Darby 
Dulcet is a winning half-sister to stakes winner Far Cry. This 
is her fourth foal. Her first two foals are the winners Darby 
Darius and Descartes. 


The Young Sires 


The male lines of the three yearlings by Best Seller, 
Bless Me and Devil Diver (none of these sires had foals 
of racing age in 1947) are equally promising. BEST

It is fortunate that Belmont’s new pools 
are not deep enough for horseplayers to 
throw themselves into without a consider- 
able loss of dignity, or else Saturday’s rac- 
ing would have had them full. The custo- 
mers were really lured into trouble. In 
the first race the favorite strolled in at 
$4.60. Then a couple of well played 
horses won, and in the fourth Dinner 
Gong. starting for the second time, went 
away at odds-on and came back to him- 
self. 

So then Eternal World was backed at 
2to 5 and he was beaten soundly by Mara- 
bout. And then Coaltown went to the 
post at 15 to 100, and got second only 
alter the placing judges had deliberated 
lengthily. After that the trap was pretty 
well uncovered and the favorites didn’t get 
a good look in the last two races. 

Eternal World broke to his left. I 
thought Nifty, on the outside. had some- 
thing to do with it, but other watchers 
said no, they both broke toward the rail. 
Marabout, a maiden son of *Mahmoud, 
broke flying, anyway, and came on in. 
Eternal World had him in his sights in 
the last three-sixteenths and couldn't 
handle him. 

For “l'affaire Coaltown” there was no 
excuse. He broke fast and opened up. 
But he didn’t open up enough. This 
wasn’t the Coaltown of the Derby or of 
the Swift Stakes. Before he was caught 
it was obvious he was beaten, and with- 
out any evidence much, I suspect his wind. 
He tired, but he tired between strides. 
One jump and he was sailing, and the 
next he was slowing down. 

I guess the Jones Boys will have to pull 
out Whirl Blast and Free America. Coal- 
town’s not right.

The Chalk Eaters Got Poisoned; 


Another French Legion Arrives 


NEWCOMERS. Eleven more French- 
bred yearlings reached New York May 
27. bought through connections which 
Oleg Dubassoff had in France, and they 
will show up at Saratoga as a consignment 
by Joe Flanagan, at whose Maryland farm 
they will be prepared for the market. This 
department is far from expert on French 
pedigrees, but in the main these yearlings 
are by young sires which were good race 
horses, and out of mares with reasonable 
breeding credentials. 

Miss Judex, for instance, is a chestnut 
daughter of Maurepas. which had Djebel’s 
number regularly, and was perhaps the 
best in France in 1940 and 1941, winning 
the substitute Derby, Grand Prix de Paris, 
Prix du Cadran, and other races. He has 
been a rather shy breeder. so his foals 
aren't plentiful. The dam is Bonne Com- 
bine, by Felton, and she won ten races and 
has produced two winners. The next dam 
is the French Thousand Guineas winner 
La Dame de Trefle. by La Farina. 

The only sire to have two in this lot is 
Pougatchev, which won six races in France 
and four in India, whatever he was doing 
in India. He has two colts, one from 
Anahid, which won three races and pro- 
duced five winners, and is from the family 
of Gossip and Asterus, and another from 
the winner and producer Finsbay. 

Le Pacha, which won the French Derby 
and St. Leger and was unbeaten at three, 
and has the best 3-year-old filly in France 
this year (Lutteuse), has a colt from the 
winner Kinzy, by Sirtam. The other colts: 
Cicas, ch. by Cidre Mousseux—Cas- 
tagnette, by Pons Asinorum; Deux Mou- 
lins. b. by Deux Pour Cent—Massinnella, 
by Massine; and Norsma, by Norseman— 
Matara, by Rialto. Cidre Mousseux’s first 
foals are 3-year-olds now, and Deux Pour 


Cent’s oldest are yearlings. 
There are four fillies in addition to Miss 
Judex. 


LITTLE MAN. The machinery of race 
reporting has got considerably in the way 
of Apprentice Richard Rozelle, who seems 
one of the more promising apprentices of 
the season. He rode his first winner at 
Jamaica on May 10, landing A. F. Wall’s 
Heliotrope at $63.00. Slight note was 
made of this, since the business of the 
day was to count up how much money 
had been lost on Scattered, which was 
second in the feature at 9 to 10. 

Since then Rozelle has had four other 
winners, which is a nice score for an 
apprentice, but all four of them came in 
the last race of the day, when the press 
had racked up and gone home, or was at 
least not minded to hang around and ask 
questions. So the press cuttings have not 
been remarkable. 

Rozelle, who will be 21 next August 30, 
is a native of Owego, N. Y., and for’a 
while went to the Owego Free Academy 
there. But some four years ago he put 
it up to his family that either he was going 
to be allowed to go away and ride horses, 
or he was going to run away and ride 
horses. 

This was one of those cases where hotter 
heads prevailed, and his mother wrote to 
the late Col. E. R. Bradley, which whom 
she had some dim connection. Rozelle 
wound up in the Bradley stable, getting 
his fundamentals from Jimmy Smith, who 
rode for Idle Hour in the days of Blue 
Larkspur and developed an unusual num- 
ber of good horses for Colonel Bradley in 
his latter years. 

When the Bradley stable was split up, 
King Ranch got Rozelle, though this was 
not formally a part of the split. He got 
no chance to ride, because big stables just 
won't ride novices in New York, so last 
fall he quit and now Joe Nash, who trains 
the Wall horses, has his contract. He got 
a few mounts at Hialeah, no winners, but 
now seems to have the hang of the thing. 
He weighs only 106 pounds, so maybe he'll 
be around a while. But if he’s going to 
get any notice, he’s got to start winning 
in the middle of the afternoon. 
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SALES 
French Arrange 
For Six Auctions 


For a three-year period beginning July 
30. French-bred horses will be sold twice 
a year at Tattersalls, Inc.. in Lexington. 
Announcement of an arrangement between 
the Tattersalls organization and the French 
Bloodstock Agency was made late last 
week by Arthur Eilerman, who will man- 
age the sales arena for its new owners, 
F. H. Eddy and his father, R. S. Eddy, Jr. 

First of the sales will be held Friday. 
July 30, day after the closing of the Keene- 
land Summer Sales. The second auction 
of 1948 will be held during the fall, prob- 
ably in November. 

At the sale in July, the offerings will 
include 23 French yearlings recently sent 
to this country by the bloodstock agency. 
(See THe BLoop-Horse of May 22. page 
378). It is planned to sell American-bred 
yearlings also, to the number of 25 or so. 
Only one session, to include about 50 head, 
is planned for July. George Swinebroad 
will be the auctioneer. 

The arrangement was made between the 
younger Eddy, representing Tattersalls. 
and C. Victor Thomas and Dr. Robert 
Lesaffre, of the French group. At present 
only the sale of yearlings is under con- 
sideration, but it is possible that some of 
the later sales will include breeding stock. 
Headquarters for the imported horses 
from the time of their arrival until the 
various auctions will be P. L. Grissom’s 
Duntreath Farm, at Lexington. The 23 
yearlings destined for the July sale now 
are at Duntreath. 

The Tattersalls sales ring, located on 
South Broadway in Lexington, dates back 
to the last century, when it was founded 
by interests connected with the Tatter- 
salls organization in England. Since then 
it has passed through various ownerships. 
Prior to its purchase by the Messrs. Eddy, 
it was owned by Andrew Duke and Son, of 
Maysville, Ky. The Dukes annually con- 
ducted four sales of saddle horses (March, 
May. July, October), and a sale of Stand- 
ardbred yearlings during the Lexington 
Fall Trots. These sales will be continued. 
At various times during the last 50 years, 
sales of Thoroughbreds have been held at 
Tattersalls. 

Mr. Eilerman also announced some im- 
provements to be made at Tattersalls, 
whose city-block-long main barn was de- 
signed to provide workout space for saddle 
horses during bad weather. 

Two new barns, comprising 114 stalls, 
will be added to the 274 stalls already 
available. Five hundred theater-type seats 
will be installed around the sales arena 
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in the center of the long barn, and 300 
chair-type seats will be added. A general 
rearrangement of the sales ring is planned, 
and rest room facilities will be installed. 

Mr. Eilerman has had a long associa- 
tion with horses. He formerly raced Stand- 
ardbreds, was connected with saddle horse 
sales at St. Louis, his home, and for some 
years was assistant racing secretary to L. 
H. Van Zandt at Fairmount Park, which 
is owned by the Eddys. He also has oper- 
ated horse vans in the St. Louis area. His 
introduction to Lexington included a jar- 
ring note—while the negotiations with the 
French breeders were in progress, his auto- 
mobile was stolen. 

Mr. Thomas, who heads the French 
organization arranged the consignments, 
early this year purchased the Office du 
Pur Sang (French Bloodstock Agency). 
He is the owner of the Haras de la Rapee. 


where Canot (sire of *Imprudence) 
stands. He is described as a young man, 
knowledgeable. with plenty of energy. 


Apparently he hopes to re-establish in the 
United States such a market for French 
stock as there was during the first World 
War. when *Sun Briar, *Filante, and 
numerous other important horses were 


sold.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


New Oval Proposed 
For Detroit Area 


That Detroit will have a new race track 
next year now seems to be assured. What 
organization will undertake the new ven- 
ture is still not clear, but at present an 
eastern group known as the Thoroughbred 
Turf Club seems to be in on the ground 
floor. 

On May 28, John M. MacDonald, 
Marblehead Neck, Mass., construction 
firm head and president of the new Turf 
club. announced that his organization holds 
options on a 303-acre site at Plymouth and 
Middlebelt Roads in Livonia Township, 
just 15 miles from downtown Detroit. 
They are prepared to spend up to $7,000,- 
000 on the building of a new track at 
that spot. 

Plans call for the erection of a five- 
story club house with box seats for 2,000 
persons, grandstand space for 12,000 and 
an apron in front of the steel and con- 
crete grandstand that would accomodate 
an additional 35.000. 

A totalisator will be part of the equip- 
ment. Approximately $250,000 is to be 
spent on landscaping the grounds. There 
will be parking facilities for 7,500 cars. 

The adjacent Pere Marquette railroad 
tracks will provide handy shipping facili- 
ties for horses. 

In disclosing the plans of his group, 
MacDonald made two stipulations: that 
no more racing be permitted at the State 
Fair Grounds, present site of Detroit rac- 
ing, and that there be no change in the 
Michigan racing law that might put capital 
invested in a racing plant at a disad- 
vantage. 

A semi-official welcome was extended to 
the proposal for the new track by the 
Michigan racing commissioner, Lewis L. 
Bredin, who gave assurance that the cur- 
rent meeting would definitely be the last 
one at the Fair Grounds, and that a new 
track would be licensed whenever it ap- 
peared to be in a position to conduct a 
successful meeting. 

Bredin is a comparative newcomer 
among racing commissioners. His appoint- 
ment came in March, 1947, when Michi- 
gan’s Governor Kim Sigler gave him as 
his top assignment the job of “cleaning 
up’ Michigan racing. (Michigan has a 
one-man commission.) Given a free hand 
by the governor, he immediately went to 
work with his new broom. Two of his 
immediate reforms were the elimination of 
wilight racing at Detroit and the requir- 
ing of audits of pari-mutuel calculations 
by an independent concern. 

In connection with the proposal for a 
uew track, Bredin indicated that consider- 
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ation would be given to any other group 
interested in entering the racing picture 
in Michigan. But he also expressed his 
opinion that the Detroit area cannot sup- 
port more than one track at this time, 
and he suggested that if there are several 
groups interested in such a_ project, it 
would be well for them to combine their 
efforts to give the community the best pos- 
sible sport. 

It has been reported that Henry H. 
Knight is expected in the Michigan city to 
present plans on behalf of a group of Ken- 
tuckians and Detroiters who also are in- 
terested in promoting a new track. 


Since the deaths last winter of Clarence 
E. Lehr, chairman of the board of the 
Detroit Racing Association, and Edward 
P. Strong, president of the association, 
control of the present Detroit track has 
fallen to George W. Lewis, a Detroiter who 
has been named president. The Detroit 
Racing Association is now in the final year 
of a 15-year lease on the Fair Grounds. 

The eastern backers of the Thorough- 
bred Turf Club include besides MacDon- 
ald: James J. Caffrey, former head of 
the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
a New York attorney; John C. Clark, 
president of Hialeah Park, vice president 
of Saratoga, and a member of The Jockey 
Club; Vincent Cullen, president of the Na- 
tional Surety Corporation of New York; 
Gordon Duvall, of the Guaranty Trust 
Company, New York; Louis Lazare and 
Townsend B. Martin, directors of Mon- 
mouth Park; and Harold S. Tenney, exe- 
cutive vice president of the Marine Mid- 
land Trust Co. of New York. 

Three Detroit men provide a “local 
front” for the group. These men, who are 
without any previous connection with rac- 
ing, are Clarence J. Reese, president of 
Continental Motors; James Ferry, a di- 
rector of Continental; and Morris Garvett, 
an attorney. 


Gulfstream Shuffle 


A realignment of the executive staff at 
Gulfstream Park was revealed recently 
when James L. Clifford, former director 
of racing at the Florida track, appeared 
in New York to consult with his attorney 
regarding the elimination of his position 
and the protection of his interests. 

In January, Morris Schapiro, of Balti- 
more, a former Gulfstream Park director 
and an associate of Clifford, sold his hold- 
ings in the track to James Donn, presi- 
dent. At that time it was indicated that 
Clifford would retain his interest in the 
track and would continue as director of 
racing. 

However, on May 24 the position of rac- 
ing director was eliminated by Donn at a 
directors’ meeting. It was in the interest 
of economy, Donn said. 

Other changes: Stefan Zachar, former 
vice president of the association, was re- 


placed by H. H. Woodsmall, and Zachar 
was removed from the board of directors. 
William Hutchinson and Ed Donn, brother 
of the track president, were appointed 
directors. James Donn added the post of 
general manager to his duties as_presi- 
dent, thereby absorbing Clifford’s post. 
Clifford said that the elimination of his 
post was a complete surprise to him and 
that he intends to take steps to regain it. 


The New Empire 


The Empire City Racing Association is 
working toward the acquisition of between 
300 and 400 acres of land in the Bronx, 
where a new track will be built. William 
F. Bleakley, attorney for the association, 
said the land will be bought if a defect in 
the title can be cleared up. 


The property, now used as a dump, is 
in the neighborhood of Baychester avenue 
and Hutchinson Parkway. No estimate 
was given as to the cost of the new track. 
And no statement was made as to when it 
will be ready, except that it would take 
“a couple of years.” 

Early in the war, the Empire City 
course at Yonkers was closed because of 
restrictions on gasoline and transportation. 
The meetings were held at Jamaica. Since 
the war ended, Empire City has continued 
to use Jamaica because the home course 
was declared inadequate and unsafe for 
crowds. 

If the new track is built in the Bronx, 
it will be within the limits of New York 
city, and the 5 per cent local tax will be 
lost to Yonkers and Westchester County, 
where the present course is located. All 
the metropolitan tracks then would be en- 
tirely, or in part (Belmont Park), within 
the New York city limits. It is estimated 
that the city now receives about $100,000 
daily from the Empire City meetings at 
Jamaica. 

The old track will be sold, but not un- 
til the new one has been built. Yonkers 
authorities have suggested turning the 
track into an emergency housing center 
for veterans, but the track has declared 
that the stables are unsuited for living 
purposes. 

The Empire City track is controlled by 
the Butler family. James Butler, grand- 
son of the founder, now is president of the 
association. 

If the plans go through, the Bronx will 
have a race track for the first time since 
1906, when Morris Park was closed and 
the Westchester Racing Association moved 
to Belmont Park. 


12-Horse Limit 


Stables will be limited to a maximum 
of 12 horses for the Cumberland, Md., 
meeting, it has been announced. The 
limit is designed to permit a larger num- 
ber of stables to race at the track. The 
ten-day meeting is from July 20-31.

Statistics on Prominent Sires, 


Adjusted for Changing Dollar 


The available statistics on the progeny 
of Thoroughbred sires and dams are, as 
everybody knows. a trifle on the side of 
confusion. There is always a temptation 
to go shuffling around among them to see 
if a way can be devised to make them re- 
veal something new and helpful. I have 
succumbed again to this temptation. 

About a dozen years ago I began the 
compilation on the summarized records of 
a number of prominent sires. The re- 
sulting tabulations showed the total num- 
ber of registered foals, the total amount 
earned, the number of winners, the num- 
ber of stakes winners. etc. With these 
figures one could compare Sire A and Sire 
B on the basis of their entire records. The 
key figure in the tables was the average 
earnings per foal for each sire. 

But earnings had to be stated in terms 
of dollars. And along about 1944 it be- 
came apparent that the dollar was no 
longer a reliable measure. In that year 
$29.159.099 was distributed in stakes and 
purses in North America, as against less 
than half that much in 1938. And in the 
same period the number of horses racing 
had increased only from 12,185 to 12,959, 
a 6 per cent gain. The average amount 
available per starter had climbed from 
$1.227 in 1938 to $2,250 in 1944. 

Obviously the dollar earned in 1944 rep- 
resented less intrinsic merit on the part of 
a horse. or his sire, than the dollar earned 
in 1938. It was no longer fair to compare 
sires on the basis of average earnings per 
foal. On this basis. young sires, whose 
get had raced only in the later years 
would have a false advantage over the old- 
timers whose get had run for the much 
lower purses of the 1930's.

THE METHOD. An attempt was made 
to correct the statistics in such a way as 
to eliminate, or minimize, the warping ef- 
fect of the changing amount of money. 
The approximate effect of the method used 
is, | think, about the same as correcting 
for the changing value of the dollar. since 
inflation has reared its pretty head in rac- 
ing as everywhere else. 

First step was to determine the average 
amount of money per starter available in 
each year. Then the ratio of these aver- 
ages was determined, as shown in the last 
column of Table I. 


The average horse which raced in 1944 
earned $2,250. In 1940 the average was 
$1,200. Thus if a horse earned $1,200 in 
1940 his performance had the same ratio 
to his total opportunity as the horse which 
earned $2,250 in 1944, 

To make the mathematical adjustment 
necessary to consider 1940 and 1944 re- 
sults in the same statistical breath, a ratio 
is necessary. In this case the ratio is 
1.875 to 1. That is, if the $1,200 of 1940 
is multiplied by 1.875, it becomes the 
equivalent of the $2,250 of 1944. 

If the get of a sire earned $120.000 in 
1940, it was equivalent to winning $225,- 
000 in 1944, 

On this basis calculations have been 
made on the records of a number of promi- 
nent sires, especially those which have 
held places among the leading sires in re- 
cent years, plus a few others selected ar- 
bitrarily because of previous distinction or 
because of merit not clearly revealed in 
the ordinary gross annual statistics. 

The records here given begin with 1940, 
so that the earlier records of distinguished 
older horses are not included. The num- 
ber of starters for a given sire is very

money per starter, and ratio, based on 1944. 


dificult to obtain for the years prior to 
1940, when Thoroughbred Sires and Dams 
was first published by THE BLoop-Horsz, 
Thus the figures establish only recen 
probabilities. For instance, under this 
system the adjusted average earnings per 
starter per year for Man o’ War are $3. 
425. Several horses have a rating more 
than twice as high. Man o’ War was one 
of the great sires of all time, but his 
success was principally in the earlier years, 

After the computations indicated above 
have been made, the adjusted average js 
again adjusted, to a $1,000 basis, so as to 
make a sort of batting average. or rating 
(see below). 


EXAMPLE. As an example of the de. 
tail of working out the adjustment for jp. 
dividual stallions, the record of Ques. 
tionnaire is given in Table II. Question. 
naire was selected for this exhibit because 
he had a fairly uniform number of start. 
ers throughout the eight-year period and 
because his opportunities were presum- 
ably fairly even throughout that time. 

The $141,777 earned by Questionnaire’s 
get in 1940 has been multiplied by 1.875, 
The resulting figure is $265,862. which 
represents an adjustment to the 1944 
basis. The earnings of 1941 have been 
multiplied by 1.711, ete. The adjusted 
total earnings are added and divided by 
the total number of starters-per-year ($2. 
329.933 divided by 421 equals $5,534, 
which represents average earnings per 
year, adjusted to a 1944 basis). 

To simplify the proportion further, | 
have added a column at the right, labeled 
“Rating.” The rating for each sire is ob- 
tained by dividing his adjusted average by 
2.25 (from $2,250, the average per horse 
in 1944). It shows the amount earned for 
every $1,000 available on a per capita 
basis. 

That is, if Questionnaire’s get had been 
given $2,250 a year for each year they 
appeared in competition, their total would 
have been $947,250. Their adjusted total, 
as shown in the tables, was $2,329,033, 
which is about 2.46 times the per capita 
expectation. Thus, for every $1,000 ona 
per capita basis, Questionnaire’s get actu-

Questionnaire’s performance in 194, 
$141,777, was superior to that of 1947, when the 
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ally earned $2,640. The 2,460 figure can 
be obtained more easily by dividing the 
adjusted average ($5,534) by 2.25. 

The rating for each sire thus shows the 


amount earned per starter per year for 
every $1.000 available. 


THE RANKING. Table III shows the 
ranking of stallions on this basis. The 
name at the top of the list is that of 
*Alibhai. whose over-all adjusted average 
per starter per year is $13,399. Equipoise 
is next. closely followed by Bull Lea, then 
come *Mahmoud, War Admiral, and 
Bimelech, closely grouped. 

*Alibhai’s get, as shown by the rating. 
have won nearly six times their per capita 
share in the four years they have run. The 
progeny of Equipoise won more than 414 
times their proportion, or $4,621 for every 
$].000 available to them. 

The top ranking of *Alibhai, it should 
be explained, is not necessarily an indi- 
cation of future expectation. At least, it 
cannot yet be considered as dependable a 
basis of prediction as the figure for sires 
whose get have been racing longer. 


*Alibhai’s get have been running four 
years. Their adjusted average was $4,359 
for 1944, $5.685 for 1945, $8,772 for 1946. 
§20.624 for 1947. As noteworthy as 
*Alibhai’s success has been, it cannot—at 
this moment—be expected to continue on 
quite so high a level. In the same fashion, 
Bull Lea’s successes of 1947 and 1948 are 
so far out of line with expectation, even 
from a great sire, that no one would expect 
them to be repeated indefinitely. 


CAUTION. The reader perhaps does 
not need to be reminded, but I shall re- 
mind him anyway that no ranking of sires 
isa final ranking. Neither is it a ranking 
of sires only. The record should not be 
stated as the record of Bull Lea, for in- 
stance, but the record of Bull Lea and 
mates. Or Bull Lea plus mates plus nu- 
trition plus training plus veterinary treat- 
ment plus accidents plus goodness knows 
what all. 


Insofar as strictly hereditary consider- 
ations are involved, the mares are at least 
as important as the stallion. It is this 
aspect which makes *Alibhai, for in- 
stance, appear one of the best finds of the 
century. His progeny have far outdone 
the expectation which might have been 
estimated from their dams. 

Nearly all the great reputations among 
sires are made with the co-operation of 
excellent mares. The breeder has to keep 
in mind always that his first and most 
essential project is to find, one way or an- 
other, good mares. Sires are only half. 

Further, all statistics are warped in one 
direction or another. The only warp 
taken out of the figures presented here is 
the one resulting from changing oppor- 
tunity, in terms of dollars.

For instance, Questionnaire’s get 


earned $2.460 for each $1,000 which would have been allotted them if all the money 
in each year had been distributed equally among all starters. 


For instance, in the period under con- 
sideration, the get of Equipoise (which 
died after getting four crops of foals) 
earned an average of $6,916 per starter 
per year. Bull Lea’s average (five crops) 
was $11,886. With adjustments made to 
equalize for opportunity, the average per 
starter per year is almost identical for 
the two sires. 

Principal flaw in the figures is their fail- 
ure to account for percentage of non- 
starters. The remedy is not at hand. 


PEAKS. The highest one-year average 
per starter for a sire with as many as 25 
horses running was, I think, the $22,543 
of *Alibhai’s get in 1947. This surpassed 
the $21,120 record for War Admiral in 
1945. Bull Lea’s get in 1947 earned an 
average of $17,496 per starter. 

When the adjusted figures are used in- 
stead of actual dollars, the record belongs 
to War Admiral, at $21.056. The next 
highest are *Alibhai, 1947, $20,624; Equi- 
poise, 1942, $17,542; Bull Lea, 1947, 
$13,909.

Lovely Night Will 
Move to Virginia 


Lovely Night. 12-year-old son of Pilate 
—Snooze. by Peter Pan, which performed 
successfully for his breeder. Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark both on the flat and over 
jumps. has been sold by Mrs. Clark to 
Mrs. Marie A. Moore, High Hope Farm, 
The Plains, Va. 

The stallion is now standing at Els- 
meade Farm, Lexington, Ky. He will be 
moved to Virginia at the conclusion of the 
breeding season. 

Lovely Night won a total of $55,660 in 
four seasons of racing. At two he won 
six races, was second to El Chico in the 
Great American Stakes, second to Johns- 
town in the Remsen Handicap. third in the 
Ardsley Handicap. 

His five wins at three included victories 
in the Constitution, Queens County, Em- 
pire City, and Butler Handicaps. In the 
last named event he set a new track rec- 
ord of 1:5725 for 15%; miles. 

He did not start at four and made little 
impression at five. At six he won four 
out of five starts over jumps, and finished 
second in the Broad Hollow Steeplechase 
Handicap. 

Lovely Night entered the stud in 1943. 
Among his get are Lovely Imp, winner of 
the Polly Drummond Stakes and a num- 
ber of other good winners, including Ek- 
ard, Miss Loretta, Sweet Dream, Varodi., 
Vip. and Charm Prince. 

Terms of the sale included an arrange- 
ment whereby Mrs. Clark has reserved 
three seasons a year for the life of the 
horse. Twelve mares have already been 
booked to Lovely Night for 1949, 


Death of Jock 


On Monday, May 24, a neighbor stopped 
at the residence of Dr. F. F. Bryan at 
Alton Stock Farm in Scott County, Ky.., 
and reported that he had seen the old 
stallion Jock fall over in his paddock. Dr. 
Bryan investigated, found the horse dead. 
He buried him on the place, said he would 
place a marker at the grave. 

It was the first time Jock had made 
news in a long while. When the fortunes 
of the late Edward Beale McLean’s stable 
were at their height in the late 1920’s, he 
had been one of the principal contributors 
to the stable’s successes. He led to the 
eighth-pole in the 1927 Kentucky Derby, 
then finished third. He beat the Derby 
winner Whiskery twice later in the year. 
in Havre de Grace’s Potomac Handicap 
and Bowie’s Prince Georges Handicap, on 
each occasion setting a new track record 
for 1;45 miles. He was also a stakes win- 
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SCATTERED’S FOALING PLACE 


In connection with Scattered’s victory 
in the Pimlico Oaks, reported in THE 
Bioop-Horse of May 22, page 377, it was 
reported that she had been foaled at the 
late W. H. La Boyteaux’s Hop Creek 
Farm, Holmdel, N. J. 

Mrs. Charles W. Williams of Stadacona 
Farm, Glyndon, Md., has written that the 
filly was foaled at her farm. Imperatrice 
and other La Boyteaux mares were 
boarded there at various times. From still 
another source we have learned that Scat- 
tered was foaled in Maryland, not New 
Jersey. 

The birthplaces of foals usually are cor- 
rectly reported to THe BLoop-Horse. But 
it happens occasionally that the owner of 
a foal will report its arrival without re- 
membering to indicate that it was not born 
at the home farm. This happened in the 
case of Scattered. She was reported as 
having been foaled at Hop Creek Farm 
(BLroop-Horse of March 24, 1945, page 
548). 

In the interest of accurate records. it 
will be appreciated if the place of foaling 
is stated, when birth occurs at a farm other 
than that of the mare’s owner.

Bull Lea carried New Jersey. But as 
*Mahmoud went, so did New York, Massa- 
chusetts. and California. 


Bull Lea won a big race and lost one. 
*Mahmoud lost one, won four. 


On the only fronts where they opposed 
each other, the brown stallion and the 
gray broke even, with a win and a second 
apiece. But on other fields the *Mah- 
mouds accounted for three other stakes 
Saturday. May 31. (The following Mon- 
day. Billings. by *Mahmoud, won Lincoln 
Fields’ Peabody Memorial. ) 

Calumet Farm and Bull Lea flaunted 
their banners in Garden State Park’s $50.- 
000 added Jersey Stakes, the most import- 
ant race of the day in the 3-year-old divi- 
sion. Their champion was Citation, which 
won his fifth consecutive stakes and his 
ninth victory of the year. His immediate 
victim was *Mahmoud’s son Macbeth, 
which finished 11 lengths to the rear as 
Citation cantered home in 2:03, a new 
track record, 


But about half an hour before. over in 
New York, Vulcan’s Forge had won the 
Withers Stakes for C. V. Whitney and 
*Mahmoud. His win was at the expense 
of Calumet’s Coaltown, which lost the race 
and the mantle of invincibility that people 
had woven for him. A bit earlier on the 
Belmont Park program, the 2-year-old 
maiden Marabout had won the Juvenile 
Stakes for G. D. Widener and *Mahmoud. 


Up at Suffolk Downs, a small but able 
division of the Whitney stable had won the 
Constitution Handicap with Quarter Pole, 
ason of *Mahmoud. And, as if reluctant 
to set on *Mahmoud’s fortunes, the sun 
hung in the West to watch Speculation win 
the Will Rogers Handicap. 


2:04, BUT TOO SLOW. There had been 
aray of hope in New Jersey on the Wed- 
nesday before the 114-mile Jersey Stakes. 
Joseph M. Roebling’s Macbeth, owned in 
Jersey but foaled in Kentucky, had worked 
the distance in 2:04. This was three-fifths 
faster than the track record, but it was to 
be a second slower than Citation’s time 
for the race.

FROM NEW YORK—. No track rec- 
ord was chopped down in the Withers 
Mile, but a reputation was considerably 
bruised. Coaltown was not only beaten by 
Vulcan’s Forge for first money, but he 
just managed to save second prize by the 
narrowest of margins. The bay speedster 
did the expected by flashing from the gate 
in :2235, :4515, 1:1044. Then he did the 
unexpected by tiring in the stretch. Vul- 
can’s Forge rushed past him, Better Self 
almost did. Only My Request finished 
behind him. 

No statement was made immediately by 
Trainers Ben and Jimmy Jones as to Coal- 
town’s unexpected defeat.

$10,000 PLUS $10,000 


When the Breeders’ Futurity of 1948 
closed in September, 1946, Keeneland Race 
Course had announced that it would add

The 1;);-mile Constitution Handi- 
cap furnished some 3-year-olds a means 
of getting competition without running 
against Calumet. C. V. Whitney sent 
Quarter Pole up for the $10,000-added 
race, Brookmeade Stable sent Inseparable 


and Splash. 


Since Sylvester Veitch couldn’t saddle 
Vulcan’s Forge for the Withers and Quar- 
ter Pole for the Constitution, he placed 
the latter under charge of his brother 
Tommy. It was just about like sending 
one or the other of the Joneses to saddle 
a Calumet entry—the answer usually 
comes out right, whichever does it. 


Early pace in the Constitution was made 
by Andy’s Glory. Quarter Pole lay fifth 
down the backstretch, moved up on the 
turn, took the lead at the top of the 
stretch, won by 114 lengths. Shelby Clark 
rode him. Splash closed in the stretch 
and finished second. Andy’s Glory was 
third . 


TO LOS ANGELES. At the Keene- 
land Summer Sales of 1946, Norman W. 
Church paid $65,000 for a yearling colt 
by *Mahmoud—Gala Belle, by *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd.

Church, who has seen his horses win many 
races and lose many, named him Specula- 
tion.

Uncle Jim and “Koenigsmark 


Account for a King’s Plate 


ToroNTO 


Koenigsmark is dead. He died a few 
years ago on the farm of James Fair at 
Cainsville, Ontario. He had sired many 
Thoroughbreds for Uncle Jim, as_ the 
owner - trainer - breeder is affectionately 
known in Ontario. Not many, however, 
had been good and so Koenigsmark left 
few winners and few horses of class to 
represent him. 

But he left one. the last of his produce. 
Fair decided to call this one Last Mark, 
because he was the last of the line. As a 
yearling he looked like a champion. As 
a 2-year-old he raced like a champion. 

And before 42,000 racing fans at Wood- 
bine Park on May 25, Last Mark raced 
like a champion as a 3-year-old. 

Win the King’s Plate he did, the 89th 
running of the famous Canadian event, the 
oldest race in North America in the mat- 
ter of continuity. 

Never in the history of this great Cana- 
dian race has a crowd been as appreci- 
ative of a victory. For over the years, in 
the main, the winners have come from the 
so-called better owners, the so-called bet- 
ter breeders. Fair had tried dozen of 
times to win the race. He had never done 
so; had never had a horse in the pay-off. 

But this year he did. That huge crowd 
knew it. They almost tore the clothes 
from Uncle Jim as he wended his way 
from a box in the public stand—not the 
swank member’s enclosure—and headed 
for the winner’s circle to greet his colt. 
Then those in the member’s enclosure 
gave their applause. Those from the in- 
field swarmed on the track. They wanted 
to see Last Mark. They wanted to hail 
Fair. They wanted to let him know they 
appreciated his win. 

It was a glorious wind-up to a seven-day 
Ontario Jockey Club meeting that was be- 
set by bad weather and a bad track for the 
first five days. Last Saturday it cleared, 
the track was fast, and the crowd was 
large. Monday—Victoria Day—a great 
Canadian holiday, and the weather was 
again fine. Every vantage point was occu- 
pied by fans who wanted to se this big 
race, the highlight of the Canadian season. 


HOME RULE. And Last Mark gave 
the event the touch it needed. The son of 
Koenigsmark out of the mare McTab, she 
by Lovetie, needed no help from a Johnny 
Longden, who flew in from California to 
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ride Lord Fairmond, owned by the Whit- 
tier Stock Farm at Winnipeg. Last Mark 
needed no Toronto-born Ted Atkinson in 
the saddle, as did All British. Atkinson, 
like Longden, came especially for this 
race, his first appearance in Canada since 
he was four years of age, which he was 
when he moved away from Toronto. 

Last Mark had an 18-year-old Toronto 
boy named Howard Bailey in the saddle, a 
boy just graduated from the apprentice 
ranks last summer. A boy who had never 
ridden in the King’s Plate. 

And so Last Mark and Bailey—and Fair 
—drew the applause. A victory by 434 
lengths over Lord Fairmond, with the long 
shot Joey Bomber in third place, three 
parts of a length behind. And in fourth 
place Sweepblu, trying to win his first 
Plate for Carr Hatch, son of the late 
Harry Hatch, who himself had sent five 
Plate winners to the post. 

Behind them came 12 others such as 
Polipat, from as far west as Vancouver, 
B. C.; Misty Waters, from Winnipeg; 
Blue Bottle, from Dunham. Quebec; and 
the others from Ontario. 


NEARLY TWO SECONDS. Last Mark 
was well handled by young Bailey. Was 
off without trouble, did get into somewhat 
tighter quarters at the first turn, but was 
clear when they hit the backstretch. Meal. 
time, Joey Bomber, Lord Fairmond, and 
All British were setting the pace. Round. 
ing out of the backstretch, Bailey moved 
up with Last Mark, caught the leaders one 
by one. But Lord Fairmond, with Long. 
den up, seemed likely to make trouble, 
Yet when Last Mark moved up, Lord Fair. 
mond didn’t have it, and so the Fair colt 
moved to the lead and came home gal. 
loping. 

Since the Plate was reduced to a mile 
and an eighth, the fastest run had been 
that of Uttermost in 1945, when the Hatch 
performer turned the distance in 1:534¢, 
Just how good Last Mark is was shown 
when he galloped the nine furlongs in 
1:52. to cut one full second and four-fifths 
off the race mark. The track record js 
1:5035, set by Bon Jour in 1944. 

By the victory of Last Mark, Mr. Fair 
earned a prize of $11,010 in addition to 
the fifty guineas presented by His Majesty 
King George of England. As breeder, Fair 
also picked up $700 extra. Lord Fair. 
mond earned $1,500 for being second, 
Joey Bomber $1,000 for being third, and 
Sweepblu $300 for being fourth. 

The holiday racing also featured the 
twenty-seventh running of the Woodbine 
Autumn Steeplechase Handicap. This 


was won by Solnita, a 5-year-old mare by 
*Soleil du Midi—*Bernita 2nd, by Antivari.

DOUBLE FOR BAILEY. Another high- 
light was the forty-third running of the 
Victoria Stakes for 2-year-olds. Avona, a 
bay filly by Four Freedoms—Evening 
Bells, by *St. Germans, bred by R. M. 
Wood, trained by J. C. Bentley, and owned 
by the Addison Stable, of Toronto, proved 
the winner by a half length over Lady 
Win. Young Bailey, who rode Last Mark 
in the Plate, also had the mount on Avona. 

With the running of the King’s Plate, 
the 14 days of action at Woodbine Park— 
seven by the Greenwood Racing Club and 
seven by the Ontario Jockey Club—came 
to an end, with only two fast tracks over 
the 14 days. The action moves on to 
Thorncliffe Park for seven days and then 
to Long Branch for 17 days.

Coldstream Stud acquired Spotted 
Beauty after the death of her breeder, 
the late J. O. Keene, in May, 1943.

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The Causative Agent of Verminous 


Aneurysm in Horses

The identity of the causative agent of 
verminous aneurysm in equines was es- 
tablished by Looss (1901) who demon- 
strated that the larval roundworms (blood- 
worms) present in aneurysms were de- 
velopmental stages of the common intes- 
tinal form, Strongylus vulgaris (Looss, 
1900). This observation has been con- 
firmed by a number of investigators, in- 
cluding Foster and Clark (1937) and 
Runnells (1941). 

Foster and Clark based their report 
upon 202 autopsies; of this number 161 
(80 per cent) harbored larvae and all 
specimens examined were Strongylus vul- 
garis. Runnells reported 120 of 150 colts 
and horses (80 per cent) examined had 
verminous aneurysm and ascribed the in- 
fection to S. vulgaris. At this laboratory 
a total of 1,206 equines have been autop- 
sied during a 29 year period, and, of this 
number, verminous aneurysm was_ re- 
corded in 313 cases. No records are 
available to indicate how frequently the 
aneurysm was observed but not recorded, 
or, not observed. 

When the migratory habits of imma- 
ture specimens of two other common in- 
testinal parasites, Strongylus equinus 
Mueller, 1780 and S. edenatus (Looss, 
1900), were considered, however, it still 
appeared to the present writers that iden- 
tification of all the worms in a number of 
aneurysms would be of interest. 


MATERIALS AND METHODS. The 
data in this report are the identities of 
of some 1,180 worms collected from only 
20 aneurysms in 1 mule and 19 horses 
which ranged in age from weanlings to 21 
years. The horses were native to central 
Kentucky; most of them were Thorough- 
breds. 

At autopsy the aneurysm, i.e., the an- 
terior mesenteric artery from its origin at 
the aorta and its principal branches, was 
removed, dissected, and the worms pre- 


served. Subsequently, the worms were 
cleared in beechwood creosote and exam- 
ined with 16- and 4-mm. objectives of a 
compound microscope. 


OBSERVATIONS, Of the 1,180 worms 
collected (table 1), 1.178 were specimens 
of Strongylus vulgaris; 2 were agamous 
adults of S. edentatus.. The 1,178 speci- 
mens of S. vulgaris consisted of 403 aga- 
mous adults and 775 larvae. The larvae 
ranged in length from 2 to 29 mm. 

Bingham et al (1943) reported 2 col- 
lections of S. vulgaris in aneurysms; one 
collection comprised a total of 170 worms 
and the second amounted to 401 speci- 
mens. Foster and Clark (loc. cit.) re- 
ported the average number in their ex- 
aminations ranged from 5 to 10 and in- 
dicated that in some the number 
present could have been estimated at more 
than 50. The range of numbers present 
in a given aneurysm in the Kentucky 
horses was 5 to 164 and the average num- 
ber present was 59. 

Finally, in the 6 horses and 1 mule more 
than 2 years old the range of bloodworms

_ present.was 5 to 76 and the average num- 


ber present was 28.9. In the 13 wean- 
lings and yearlings the range of blood- 
worms present was 8 to 164 and the av- 
erage number present was 75.2. 


SUMMARY. A total of 1.180 worms 
collected from a series of 20 verminous 
aneurysms in 19 horses and 1 mule have 
been identified to species. Of this total 
1,178 were found to be larvae or agamous 
adults of Strongylus vulgaris (Looss, 
(1900). Two agamous adults of Strongy- 
lus edentatus (Looss, 1900) were col- 
lected and constitute, perhaps, the first 
record of a second species of parasitic 
nematode associated with verminous aneu- 
rysm in equines.

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TWO LITTLE WORMS 


The principal news in the accompany. 
ing hard-to-read article is that a young 
man named Todd at the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station counted the 
worms in 20 aneurysms—an aneurysm is 
a dilatation of the coat of an artery—found 
in the course of autopsies; besides 1,178 
adults and larvae of the common blood. 
worm (Strongylus vulgaris), there were 
two agamous (i. e., unmated) adults of 
another species (S. edentatus) never be. 
fore reported in an aneurysm. 

To a man riding fence in Texas or yell- 
ing for No. 7 to come on at Garden State 
Park. two worms in an aneurysm are not 
much news. Only a parasitologist will be 
interested, anyway; so we leave the text 
in the language he understands. 

Dr. Todd, no veterinarian, holds a Ph, 
D. degree with a major in the study of 
animal parisites. He came to the Ken. 
tucky Agricultural Experiment Station 
last November from the University of 
Tennessee, immediately discovered he was 
in a “paradise for a_ parasitologist.” 
Farmers and horsemen deliver hundreds of 
ailing animals for diagnosis and dead ones 
for autopsy. 

For horsemen the main significance of 
Dr. Todd’s two litthe worms is that the 
Experiment Station now has a man whose 
sole business is to study parasites, which 
cause more damage and death among 
horses than all the bowed tendons, ring. 
bones, quarter cracks, spavins, splints, 
and osselets they will ever encounter. 

On July 1 Dr. Todd will have an assist- 
ant. Dr. M. F. Hansen, who comes from 
the University of Nebraska.

The 4-Year-Olds 
Are Coming Out 


Paris 


If our stock is highly praised abroad on 
account of our victories on the flat every- 
where, it must not be forgotten that France 
breeds very good jumpers, too. 

We have had. as a matter of fact, very 
good specialists in the last few years: the 
*chasers Ingre, Boum, Dryas, Lindor, Meli- 
Melo. and the hurdlers Wild Risk, Ludovic 
le More, Vatelys, and Le Paillon. The last 
named was even so good that he managed 
to win the Grand Prix de Deauville and 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe on the 
flat. after having scored by 15 lengths in 
the Grande Course de Haies d’Auteuil. It 
is, however, necessary to have good trials 
abroad in order to know the quality of our 
jumpers. as we do for our racers on the 
flat. 

In 1947 we had several reasons for being 
pleased on this score. The famed Grand 
Steeplechase de Pardubice, in Czechoslo- 
vakia. as severe as the Grand National at 
Liverpool, and for its winner the French 
horse Rayon de Lune (Captain Buret up) 
with another compatriot third. Hortense 
2nd (Lieutenant Lefrant up). It was, in- 
deed, a very big success. Besides, in Eng- 
land Fortina, which formerly raced under 
the Mieuxe silks (Mr. Ernest Masurel). 
managed to have a ten-length win in the 
Cheltenham Gold Cup, while another 
French chaser Kami, finished third in the 
Grand National. 

Because of these facts R. Bates, the 
trainer-jockey, thought that our jumpers 
would have had good chances in England. 
but unfortunately only a few horses went 
there during the last National Hunt sea- 
son, and I fear that because of the new 
rules few are likely to go now. However, 
I think that at least 75 races were won 
by French-breds during the last winter, 
an interesting result since none of our 
top racers went to England. 

Moreover. French owners accepted the 
invitation of Italy to send good jumpers 
to contest the Grande Course de Haies de 
Rome in January and the Grand Steeple- 
chase de Milan in April. In the former 
event the grey Oliba was lucky when his 
chief adversary, the game Ofanto, fell at 
the next-to-last hurdle. Oliba therefore 
had an easy win. (Ofanto scored in another 
event a few days later.) 

Nagara went on well to canter home by 
five lengths in the Grand Steeple de Mi- 
lan, in which the best Italian jumpers did 
not compete. Oliba and Nagara are good 
performers, but by no means top racers. 
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In Brussels the two big events, the 
Grande Course de Haies and the Grand 
Steeplechase, were won by French horses. 
Miss Frador and Pompon Rouge. The first 
two in the hurdle race, were sold in Bel- 
gium some time ago, but the first three of 
the steeplechase—Patrick, Gros Loup, and 


Le Drole—are owned and trained in 
France. 
When one considers such tremendous 


achievements from second-class horses, one 
cannot help but feel confidence in the fu- 
ture of jumping races in France. The re- 
sults of the spring meeting were quite 
satisfactory. In hurdles the big events 
were gained by the favorites Blue Butter- 
fly and Septieme Ciel, while minor com- 
petitions went to Le Buis Fleuri and Diable 
de Gosse, which are now in the United 
States. 

In steeplechases, Meli-Melo was not seen 
out, but his stablemate Amor won the im- 
portant Prix Murat in front of Rameau. 
which turned the tables in his favour in 
the Prix du President de la Republique. 


THE OLDER HORSES. Last year. 
since several of our big events on the flat 
were won by different horses. many were 
of the opinion that the 3-year-olds were not 
good. I never shared that viewpoint. 
having thought that. to the contrary. half a 
dozen of them might have been champions 
of an ordinary year. It was indeed a very 
good year. 

In 1947 we saw the best from these good 
performers. Of course Avenger went to 
stud after the Grand Prix in which Giafar 
broke down, and the French Derby win- 
ner Sandjar had to be rested in September. 
I hear he is not quite well and I fear he 
is not to be seen out soon. Pearl Diver. 
Tourment. Djebel, and Arbar have raced 
this year. 

Pearl Diver, the 1947 Epsom Derby win- 
ner, was out in the 10%-furlong Prix 
d'Harcourt. in which he met little opposi- 
tion. In a gallant effort he gained a two- 
length advantage and although he had to 
undergo claim of foul, he was declared the 
winner. He is a very fine horse and is 
destined for the Coronation Cup.

WHERE MARSYAS LEFT OFF 


For four years in succession, 1944-47, 
Marcel Boussac’s noted stayer Marsyas 
(Trimdon — Astronomie) won France’s 
equivalent of the Ascot Gold Cup. 

This year, with Marsyas in the stud, his 
half-brother Arbar took the Prix du Cad- 
ran. He won by four lengths from the 
Belgian champion Bayeux and established 
a new track record for the 4,000 meters.

His stablemate Tourment was not go 
lucky in his three races this year. He first 
ran in the 144-mile Prix des Sablons op 
April 4, in which he could make no impres. 
sion on Goyama. Then he made a_ poor 
show (next to last) in the 15-furlong Prix 
Jean Prat, and finally seemed to be run. 
ning to his true form in the 214-mile Prix 
du Cadran, but finished third. I belieye 
that such a lovely horse, who showed go 
much gallantry in his struggles of last 
year, was trained too hard and has now 
lost his fighting power; poor Tourment, 


Djelal met with bad luck in the March 
Stakes. His jockey, C. Elliott, instead of 
waiting until the end of the race to give 
him his final burst of speed to catch the 
opposition, managed to take the lead at 
half-way and therefore Djelal, who was 
conceding to Sicavo (a French-bred) was 
beaten half a length by the latter. It was 
a pity. 

At last everybody here is now convinced 
of the immense superiority of Arbar, 
which was so unfortunate last year not to 
win the St. Leger. He made his reappear. 
ance in the Prix Jean Prat, at 15 furlongs, 
Cadir, his pacemaker, took the lead by 15 
lengths and remained there up to the last 
two furlongs, where Tourment tried to 
catch him but without success. Meanwhile 
Arbar tried to find his way on the rails, 
then on the outside, and again on the rails, 


At the last half-furlong from home he 
got clear, and jumping off in a marvelous 
burst of speed he had the easiest three. 
length victory you can imagine. A fort 
night later he was out again in the 21. 
mile Prix du Cadran. Cadir set a strong 
pace in front of the Belgian champion 
Bayeux, with Arbar fourth and Tourment 
next to last. They remained in this order 
until the straight, where Cadir was caught 
by the others. Bayeux went on clearly to 
keep a four length advantage over Tour- 
ment, but he could make no impression on 
Arbar, which just cantered home by the 
same distance, having run in 4:18 and a 
fraction, a new track record. Arbar seems 
really to be a great horse and nobody can 
expect him to be beaten in the Ascot Gold 
Cup. 

Over less distance, Boussac’s champion 
was the 5-year-old Goyama, which was 
used in the Prix des Sablons as the pace- 
maker for Nirgal. The latter was well 
beaten. Goyama went on in a gallant effort 
and had an easy win over Tourment. The 
same tactic was used in the Prix Boiard, 
but Nirgal was allowed to win by a short 
neck. At last Goyama put up a fine dis- 
play in the Ormonde Stakes at 181% fur 
longs when putting at bay Mombasa and 
Migoli. However, the distance was a bit 


long for him. He has to be fancied for 
the Coronation Cup, his next race. 

Nirgal ran on his own in the Winston 
Churchill Stakes, in which he gave a fine 
display by trouncing Sayajirao by two 
lengths.

PETRE LOSES LICENSE 


The trainer’s license of Capt. Bobby 
Petre. who rode Lovely Cottage to victory 
inthe England Grand National of 1946, has 
been suspended by stewards of the Na- 
tional Hunt Committee in England. It 
is alleged that Bray Star. a jumper trained 
by Petre, was stimulated for a race at the 
Plumpton on January 28. 

Earlier this year, a suit by Trainer 
James Russell against the Jockey Club for 
wrongful withdrawal of his license was dis- 
missed. Mr. Russell was ordered to pay 
the costs. 

Russell’s license had been withdrawn by 
Jockey Club stewards on a charge that a 
horse trained by him in March, 1947, had 
been stimulated. The Lord Chief Justice 
of the King’s Bench Division at London 
ruled that the trainer had made out no 
case against the stewards. He said that 
acourt of law had no right to rule on the 
matter of doping. or as to whether or not 
the stewards had made a proper decision. 
The only question to be determined by the 
court was whether Mr. Russell had been 
given a fair hearing. 

A jury failed to agree on this point, 
and was dismissed. The justice later ruled 
hat there was no case for the jury. any- 
how, and he dismissed the action.

asked $190 she said she would have won, 
plus the cost of the information and the 
wire charges. 

Observed the justice, in refusing to hear 
the case: “Who can say she would have 
bet $1. $100, or $1,000? Who can say 
she would have bet Isolationist straight, 
place, show, or across the board?” Then 
he showed his awareness of the hazards of 
betting on horses: “There is no such thing 
as a sure thing.” 


THE HOOK. In a magistrate’s court at 
New York. John F. Matigzeck. an alleged 


bookmaker, asserted that his principal 
business was as an entertainer. In sup- 
port of this, he told a joke. Magistrate 


J. Roland Sala shuddered. “I was going 
to be lenient with you, but after that joke 
I don’t see how I can be.” 

Then the bookie undertook to sing an 
operatic air. His voice cracked, the mag- 
istrate winced. After a fine had been as- 
sessed, the magistrate asked: “If I sus- 
pend sentence, will you return to acting?”

Even this early, everything points to q 
record racing and breeding season in Ejre 
for 1948. A number of new records are 
certain to be set up. Never was racing 
so popular, with huge crowds attending 
all meetings. 

This means increased receipts. a_ per. 
centage of which, under our unique system 
of taxation on betting, goes back into rae. 
ing. while it also swells the revenue coffers, 

Our calendar shows many new owners, 
The number of horses in training is up, 
which factor has influenced the Turf Clu} 
to institute a number of new and _ well 
endowed races, and to increase the prize 
money generally, now over £250,000. These 
developments promise to bring new race. 
courses into existence, notably at Bray 
(Woodbrook), Roscommon, and Cork. In- 
cidentally. Cork’s old track is now the site 
of Henry Ford’s factory. 


Thus far the general standard of racing 
has been good, despite most trainers’ 
difficulties in getting their charges race. 
ready. This follows the iron-hard going 
occasioned by lack of rain, which has 
affected tracks and gallops. 


Public sales figures have been satis. 
factory, with cross-channel and foreign 
buyers active. Noted is an ever increas 
ing tendency to transact business by 
private sale rather than by public auction, 
particularly in the case of high-class lots, 
“Secrecy” is the one objective. To Eng. 
land have gone the top ‘chaser Fear Cn- 
aid and the 2-year-old Bag and Baggage. 
Another chasing star, Luan Casca, goes to 
U.S.A., where he should prove a big attrac: 
tion. 


BREEDING TO WIN. The number of 
high-class stallions in Eire is greater than 
ever before, and ambitious breeding pro- 
grammes are well in hand. The England 
steeplechase season, concluded. has once 
again been dominated by Irish “leppers.” 
notably Sheila’s Cottage and Cottage 
Rake. The flat season has seen an Irish- 
bred horse, Queenpot, win the 1,000 Guin- 
eas. Another, The Cobbler. failed by a 
head in record time in the 2.000 Guineas. 
The two fastest 2-year-olds out are by 
Irish sires, Starry Scene (by Panorama) 
and Star King (by Stardust). 

Three-year-olds include our Mr. Joe Me 
Grath’s winner Solar Slipper, also Pol- 
lards. The former is by his owner’s own 
stallion, Windsor Slipper. the latter by 
the highly successful The Phoenix, out of 
Salome, which through her sire, Spion 
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Kop. carries the staying Carbine strain. 
Our stock is doing well in South Africa, 
India, South America, etc. In the U.S.A., 
*Mafosta continues to win stakes, and I 
feel confident that The Web 2nd, when 
he becomes acclimatised, will fulfill his 
Irish promise. 


FAIRYHOUSE. The Ward Union Hunt 
Steeplechase meeting held toward the end 
of March and highlighted by the Irish 
Grand National, made history this year. 

This annual event is an Irish sporting 
institution, going way back. Old and 
new defunct papers like Saunders News 
[etter and Bells Life feature Fairyhouse 
races over a century ago. At that time 
Kilroy Cup was the chief event, thus we 
read that in 1846 this event was won by 
Brunette (she also won in 1842) from St. 
Leger and Mathew. 

The winner was one of the greatest 
mares in Irish sporting history, and the 
third horse won the Grand National the 
following year. A forebear has written 
on an old wine list headed 1834: “Won 
over Fairyhouse today. D - - good mare.” 
Undoubtedly the earlier meetings were 
matches and private sweepstakes among 
the military garrison officers and mem- 
bers of the Hunts. 

This year visitors are everywhere. A 
Cockney exclaims “Gor Blimey, wotta 
crowd.” An American declares “This sure 
beats hell.” 

Queries come about the origin of the 
word “Fairyhouse.” Folklore explains that 
an ancient clan, the Tua-De-Danans, lived 
in this region. They were a mystic people, 
literally “Children of the God Dana,” and 
their raths and burial places are known. 
They “returned” to become earth spirits 
or “wee folk,” hence Fairyhouse. 


Provided with second sight, one can see 
things that leave stone cold anything that 
Walt Disney has given the world! On 
Easter Monday there are over 100,000 
present. These have come in fleets of 
public transport vehicles, 9,000. private 
cars, horse-drawn contraptions, tens of 
thousands of cyclists. Some wise car 
owners have cycles strapped thereon, to 
pedal that “last half-mile” and avoid park- 
ing lot delays. 

Inside so great is the crush that one 
moves in enclosure, paddock, or ring with 
extreme difficulty. The stands are full. 
To place a bet is quite a feat! Yet few 
complain. 

The Irish Grand National (314 miles 
over the stiff bush fence obstacles) is a 
thriller all the way, one of the fastest ever 
run. The winner is Hamstar (Noble Star 
—Home Again, by Ellangowan) carry- 
ing bottom weight, 133 pounds. A handi- 
cap certainty. This 8-year-old bay geld- 
ing had previously won but a few small 
races, yet on race day he starts second 
favourite. A difficult horse to train (he 
broke down in 1945), chief credit is due 
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Mr. Micawber was only half-right

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DEATH OF *ADROGUE 


A. E. Silver, who has made no little suc- 
cess of importing South American horses, 
brought in a shipment of racers in Octo- 
ber, 1945. Among the lot were *OI- 
haverry, which won the 1947 renewal of 
the Santa Anita Handicap, and * Adrogue. 

*Adrogue, an 8-year-old horse by Cala- 
ban—Aclarada, by Last Cyllene, was bred 
in Argentina by D. Fernandez. He raced 
successfully in that country, having placed 
in 1943 and won seven races in 1944. 

On his way to the United States, he 
stopped in Panama, won the Clasico 
Presidente de la Republica and approxi- 
mately $14,000. 

In the spring of 1946, after winning his 


-second start in this country, he was sold 


to Joe Rolando and George Stempel, Calli- 
fornia sportsmen, for a reported $20,000. 
Running in their colors he achieved his 
greatest triumph, the $50,000-added Bay 
Meadows Handicap, in December. 1946. 
That year he also was second in the Del 
Mar Handicap, third in the San Mateo 
Handicap. 

Last year he won the Portola Handicap 
at Tanforan, the Oaklawn Handicap at 
Bay Meadows, was second in the Bay 
Meadows Handicap, third in the San Jose 
Handicap. 

After Stempel decided to get out of rac- 
ing last year because of ill health, 
Rolando purchased his partner’s interest 
in the horse. 

*Adrogue failed to get to the winner’s 
circle in five starts this year and about 
the middle of May was sent to the Rancho 
San Miguel near Santa Rosa for a rest. 

On the evening of May 16, the horse 
acted peculiarly when his groom tried to 
put him in his stall. A veterinarian was 
called but *Adrogue dropped dead before 
he arrived. An autopsy revealed an en- 
larged heart as the cause of death. 


SHOT PUT’S ENDING 


Shot Put, 12-year-old gelded son of 
Chance Shot—*Muzzie 2nd, by Pharos, 
which performed successfully for Mrs. 
Marie Evans in distance events from 1940 
to 1943, was destroyed in a fire that swept 
the barn of the riding stables of Stanley 
Luke at LaGrange, IIl.. recently. 


Shot Put’s best season was 1940, when 
he won the inaugural running of the 214- 
mile New York Handicap at Belmont 
Park, and four other stakes. 


In seven years of racing he started 138 
times, won 25 races, was 14 times second 
and 26 times third for total earnings of 
$118,370. He had been retired since 1944. 


Twenty-one French horses were entered 
for the 1948 running of the Ascot Gold 
Cup. A total of 46 nominees was received 
for the race, to be run June 17.

Jeep, a 
son of *Mahmoud, is out of Traffic—the dam of 11 win- 
ners, five of which have won stakes. Traffic is a daugh- 
ter of Broomstick and *Traverse, from whom descends 2i 
stakes winners to date. She is by Tracery. Jeep was 
rated among the top performers of his age division at two 
and three. He won his first two starts, including the 
Youthful Stakes. At three he won the first division of 
the Experimental Handicap (defeating Polynesian, Greek 
Warrior), Wood Memorial (defeating Gallorette, Flood 
Town), Peter Pan Handicap (defeating Wildlife, Sun 
Herod). He started favorite for the 1'-mile Belmont
